MOSCOW, Jan. 26 — Nikita 
S. Khrushchev was quoted yes- 
terday as believing that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and American 
leaders basically strive for 
peace and do not want war 

This statement by the Com- 
munist party chief emerged 
from an interview he granted 
to Marshall MacDuffie, a New 
York lawyer and acquaintance 
of the Russian leader since 
early post-war days. 

MacDuffie spent three hours 
and 10 minutes in the Commu- 
nist party headquarters office 
of Khrushchev and took notes 
as the party leader gave char- 
acteristic rapid-fire and lengthy 
replies to his questions 


Khrushchev’s tone was con- 
ciliatory as he denied that the 
Soviet Union was pursuing a 
policy of negotiating from a 
position of strength 

The lawyer said he could not 


guarantee the word-for-word ac- 
curacy of the quotations he took 
untii he consults on Friday with 


the interpreter who was pres- 
ent, but he was confident that 
he could clearly report the 


sense of Khrushchev’s remarks.

LONDON, Jan. 26—The Brit- 
ish Socialists would sweep back 
to power if England had an 
election at this time, a Gallup 
poll indicated today. 

The question was asked, “If 
there were a general election 
how would you vote’ 

The results showed the So- 
cialists leading with 4742 per 
cent to 4442 per cent for the 
Tories. The Liberal party had 
7 per cent and other parties 1 
per cent. 

One month ago the Socialists 
led the Tories 4642 per cent to 
45\2 per cent. 

Prime Minister Eden's popu- 
larity has shown a sharp de- 
cline in the last three months, 
but the majority of all voters 
would prefer to see him stay 
,}on unless there is a political 
upheaval. The Tories probably 
| will not call another election 

until 1959.

Khrushchev also put Prime 
Ministe Eden and Frenci 
Premier Faure among the West 
ern leaders who in the opinion 
of the Russian leaders do not 
want war. MacDuffie said 

The Communist leader's ref- 
erences to President Eisenhow- 
er and to the United States 
were closer to the original 
“spirit of Geneva’ than the

1949 

Boudoures, testifying to his 
efforts to marshal assets of the 


firm, said his investigation and 
records of the company indi- 
cated 21 lots in “Spotless 
Town,” an undeveloped subdi- 
vision in Normandy, had been 
conveyed to the Gilpin Co. in 
1948 by a warranty deed that 


had never been recorded 
In four subsequent transac- 
tions investigated by him, he 


said he found the company had 
sold four parcels, taking back a 
total of $34,700 in deeds of 
trust. One of these deeds had 
been sold to Mrs. Steiner for 
$15,000 

Boudoures said he had never 
been able to find any addresses 
for the four purchasers who ex- 
ecuted the deeds of trust and 
that Gilpin had failed to re-

Mollet is expected to ask the 
new Nationa) Assembly for con- 
firmation next Tuesday if he 
is successful in lining up a cab- 
inet. Mendes-France was ex- 
pected to be his chief lieuten- 
ant, although his exact cabinet 
Status was not certain. He may 
become Foreign Minister.

Senator Stuart Symington 


(Dem.) of Missouri today at- 
tacked the so-called “partner- 
ship principle” under which 


private interests would be per- 
mitted to own and _ operate 
hydro-electric facilities at Gov- 
ernment-built dams. 

He said the partnership con- 
cept, proposed by Secretary of 
the Interior Douglas McKay, 
was faulty because it placed on 
one partner, the American peo- 
ple, the obligation of building 
the facility while the other 
partner got the benefit at no 
risk. 

“Such a philosophy,” Syming- 
ton told a final session of the 
National Rural’ Electric Co-op- 
erative Association at Kiel Au- 
ditorium, “abandons the multi- 
purpose development of our na- 
tion's rivers, as laid down by 
Theodore Roosevelt.” 

Rate ‘Yardstick.’ 

Symington said the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority had pro- 
vided a power rates “yardstick” 
against which the fairness of 
private utility rates could be 
measured, This has had a 
healthy and stimulating effect, 
he said. 

On the other hand, the Sena- 
tor told the farm group he did 
not believe the Government 
should supply all the nation’s 
power needs, and he did not 
“mean to imply necessarily 
that TVA should expand beyond 
its present boundaries.” 

At this point, Symington de- 
parted from his prepared text 
to add that he would favor ex- 
pansion of TVA if private utili- 
ties and the Southwestern Pow- 
er Administration, a _ federal 
agency, failed to co-operate with 
rural electric co-operation. 

Symington said he thought 
the Government, the rural elec- 
trical co-operatives and private 
utilities could and should work 
together in harmony for maxi- 
mum hydro-electric develop- 
ment of the nation. 


He cited as an example that _ 


Union Electric Co. in St. Louis 
was presently trying to work 
out the expanding power prob- 
lem of three rural co-operatives 
along with their leaders. 

The Federal Power Commis- 


sion’s decision to permit de- 
velopment of the Hell's Canyon 
dam site in the northwest by 


Idaho Power Co. was scored by 


Symington, who termed it 
fundamental that the hydro- 
electric capacity .of a river 


system should be developed by 
the Government “if that is the 
best way to provide for maxi- 
mum economic development of 
the entire system.” 

He also said the Government 
should build transmission lines 
if a fair price for the electricity 
produced could not be obtained 
otherwise. He said lack of trans- 
mission lines had forced sale of 
power from the Canyon Ferry 
dam in Montana at below the 
rate that would repay taxpay- 
ers on the investment 

Dam Project Backed. 

As the four-day _ session 
closed; convention delegates 
adopted resolutions calling for 
expansion of the federal power 
development program, indors- 
ing the federal high dam proj- 
ect for Hell’s Canyon, defend-

Eighteen of 
24 major cities surveyed this 
month by the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders, indi- 
cated residential building would 
decline in 1956. Most of them 
attributed to “tight money” and 
“credit restrictions.” 

On the other hand, many 
buildings and loan associations 
have borrowed heavily from the 
Federal Home Loan banks to 
obtain new funds for mort¢age 
financing—so heavily, in some 
cases, that Government officials 
have voiced concern 

The association said its new 
plan will provide an alternative 
source of funds, so that lenders 
will not simply decide to “ride 
out” the money shortage by 
making fewer home loans 

Albert M. Cole, administra- 
tor of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, told the home 
builders that “mild” Govern- 
ment curbs should not deter 
home building 

Cole said “an alert building 
industry is capable of erecting 
—and selling—perhaps as many 
homes this year as last, despite 
the mild curbs that were im- 
posed upon it six months ago.” 

The Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator said the curbs he re- 
ferred to were the higher Fed- 
eral Reserve discount rates and 
increased down payment re- 
quirements. 

Cole described the curbs as 
“mild anti-inflationary'§ re- 

straints on the housing mar- 
ket.” 
He said the restraints were 
temporary and that “those in 
Government responsible’ for 
them are watching closely and 
would remove them, or lighten 
them, just as soon as the over- 
all economic situation per- 
mitted.”

Yet much remains unknown 
Despite progress in the control 
of cancer, its cause remains a 
dark mystery. Little is known 
about the diseases of the nerv- 
ous system. Much remains to 
be discovered about heart dis- 
ease and mental illness. 

In order to facilitate the ex- 
pansion of medical research, I 
have. therefore, proposed in the 


budget submitted to the Con- 
gress an appropriation to the 
Public Health Service for the 


National Institutes of Health of 
¢126.525.000—an increase of 28 
per cent over the total funds 
appropriated for the present 
fiscal year 

This program 1s designed to 
give major emphasis through 
an increased share of funds 
to basic research. For basic re- 
search—in the biological and 
medical sciences—underlies all 
medical progress. Through in- 
creased emphasis on these fun- 
damental studies, we bring into 
better balance the total medi- 
cal research effort. 

The appropriation I have rec- 
ommended would provide a 
substantial increase in funds in 


various categories of research 
The program would provide 
funds as follows: For cancer, 


$32 437.000: heart disease, $22,- 
106.000: mental illness, $21,749,- 
000: arthritis and metabolic dis- 
eases. $13,345,000: neurelogs 
and blindness, $12,196,000; Iin- 
fectious and parasitic diseases, 
$9 799.000: dental disorders, $2,- 
971.000. and $11,922,000 for the 


general research programs of 
the National Institutes of 
Health. 

The increased funds recom-

These in- 
Stitutions also provide the in- 
tellectual environment for 
training the _ scientists upon 
whom successful research de- 
pends. And they provide the 
training ground for medical 
practitioners. 


Physical facilities of medical 
research and teaching institu- 
tions are inadequate to meet 
the human needs of the nation. 
As we strive to achieve better 
health for the people, we must 
help to provide the needed lab- 
oratories and teaching facilities. 

I, therefore, recommend 
that Congress enact legisla- 
tion authorizing $250,000.000 
for a five-year program to as- 
sist im construction of re- 
search and teaching facilities 
for schools of medicine, oste- 
opathy, public health, and 
dentistry and other research 
institutions. These institu-

Last year and the year be- 
fore 1 urged enactment of a 
proposal for federal reinsur- 
ance to encourage increased 
protection against the cost of 
medical care through volun- 
tary prepayment plans. Since 
the legislation was introduced, 
private insurance organiza- 
tions have developed new 
types of policies and prepay- 
ment plans and have extended 
coverage to groups formerly 
unprotected. There are now 
indications that the organiza- 
tions writing health prepay- 
ment plans might progress 
more rapidly by joining to- 
gether—sharing or pooling 
their risks—to offer broader 
benefits and expanded cover- 
age on reasonable terms in 
fields of special needs. ‘The 
Administration is considering 
legislative proposals which 
would permit such pooling. 
But, if practical and useful 
methods cannot be developed 
along these lines, then I will 
again urge enactment of the 
proposal made last year.

It 
is equally essential that other 
public health services be 
Strengthened and improved. 


I present the following fur- 
ther proposals for consideration 
by the Congress: 

Sickness Surveys. Information 
on the nature and extent of 

_ Sickness and disability is neither 
/ accurate nor up-to-date. The 
last comprehensive survey of 
illness in the nation was made 
20 years ago. Since then Amer- 
ican medicine has experienced 
the most rapid and dramatic 
changes in its history. Im- 
proved statistical data are es- 
sential as a guide for research 
and for the effective planning 


and operation of health pro- 
grams 

I urge the Congress, there- 
fore. to authorize the Public 
Health Service to secure peri- 
odically needed information on 
the incidence, duration and ef- 
fects of illness and disability 
in the nation. 

Expansion of Medical Care 
Facilities. The federal-state pro- 
gram of aid in the construction 
of. hospitals and other medical 


care facilities was broadened 
in 1954 to give greater em- 
phasis to the construction of 


chronic disease hospitals, nurs- 
ing homes, diagnostic and treat- 
ment centers, and rehabilitation 
facilities 

1 recommend the extension 
for two more years of this pro- 
gram, which otherwise would 
terminate in 1957. I have also 
proposed in my budget message 
a $19,000 000. increase in funds 
to expand construction of these 
needed facilities 

I again urge the enactment 
of the proposal I made last year 


for federal insurance of mort-

not read the Life article and 
left the implication with Mac- 
Duffie that he believed the 
President was not in agreement 
with that policy. 


MacDuffie, as, head of the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration, 
worked in the Ukraine in 1946 
and at that time met Khrush- 
chev, who was Communist party 
boss of that Soviet republic. 
Since Khrushchev rose to be- 
come one of the most powerful 
men in the nation, he has 
granted the lawyer three inter- 
views—in November 1953, in 
February 1955, and yesterday.

Mr. Truman's Story of His China 
| Poliey ... It Failed Only Be- 
 eause Neither Chiang Nor F's 
| Wanted to Agree. He Says.

HE fall of 1945 brought the United States face to 
| pol with the serious complications which had been 

building up in China over the years. Few realized 
the depth of the split within China, the tenuous hold 
of the National Government over outlying areas, and 
the lack of popular participation in the country's gov- 
ernment. — 

We in America always think of China as a nation. 
But the truth is that in 1945 China was a geographical 
expression. This was the state of China when VJ-Day 
came. Chiang Kai-shek's authority was confined to 
the southwest corner, with the rest of South China and 
East China controlled by the Japanese. North China 
was controlled by the Communists and Manchuria by 
the Russians. There were no roots of any kind of a 
central Chinese government north of the Yangtze 
River. 

It was impossible for Chiang to occupy Northeast China 
and South Central China with the Communists in between the 
rail lines. It was perfectly clear to us that if we told the 
Japanese to lay down their arms immediately and march to 
the seaboard, the entire country would be taken over by the 
Communists. We therefore had to take the unusual step of 
using the enemy as a garrison until we could airlift Chinese 
National troops to South China and send Marines to guard 
the seaports. So, the Japanese were instructed to hold their 
places and maintain order. In due course Chinese troops 
under Chiang Kai-shek would appear, the Japanese would 
surrender to them, march into the seaports, and we would 
send them back to Japan. This operation of using the Japanese 
to hold off the Communists was a joint decision of the 
Defense and State Departments which I approved. 


Hurley Memo on Approach to China. 

Just before Ambassador Hurley returned to Washington 
in the fall of 1945, he sent a message which included a sum- 
mary of our wartime approach to China. 

“On his return from China in the 1944,” 
Ambassador Hurley wrote, “Vice President Wallace advised 
President Roosevelt that in his opinion the National Govern- 
ment of the Republic of China would soon collapse. ... It 
was with a full realization of that President 
Roosevelt sent me to China as his personal representative. 
President Roosevelt's directives to me were principally as 
follows: 


summer of

“I. Prevent the collapse of the National Government 
of China 
“2. Keep the Chinese armies in the war. 
“3 Harmonize the relations between the Chinese and 
American military establishment 
“4. Unify the anti-Japanese forces of China... 
Hurley and General Wedemeyer, as Chief of Staff to 
Chiang Kai-shek, had done much to give effect to the first 
three points. The critical one, however, was the fourth one. 
The problem of Communism in China differed consider- 
ably from political problems elsewhere. Chiang Kai-shek was 
not confronted by a militant political minority scattered 
throughout the population but by a rival government that 
controlled a definite portion of the territory, with about one- 
fourth of the total population. 


‘Our Position Offered Little Choice.’ 


Our position in China offered us little choice. We could 
not simply wash our hands of the situation. There were still 
nearly three million Japanese in China, over one million of 
them military. Unless we made certain that this torce was 
eliminated, the Japanese, even in defeat, might gain control 
of China simply by their ability to tip the scales in the contest 
for power. 

The other alternative was equally impracticable. That 
would have been to throw into China unlimited resources 
and large armies of American soldiers to defeat the Com- 
munists, remove the Japanese from the mainland and compel 
Russian withdrawal from Manchuria by force. The American 
people would never stand for such an undertaking. 

We decided, therefore, that the only course of action open 
to us was to assist in every way in the preservation of peace 
in China, to support the Generalissimo politically, eco- 
nomically and, within limits, militarily. But we could not 
become involved in a fratricidal war in China. 

General Wedemeyer described the situation in the final 
days of the war against the Japanese in these words: 

“Based on limited knowledge, neither the Chinese Gom- 
munist Party nor the Kuomintang is democratic in spirit, or 
intentions. China is not prepared for a democratic form of 
government with 95 per cent of her people illiterate and for 
many other cogent reasons. The inarticulate masses of China 
desire peace and are not particularly interested in or aware 
of the various ideologies represented. An opportunity to 
work, to obtain food and clothing for their families and a 
happy peaceful environment are their primary concern. 

“Conditions here could best be handled by a benevolent 
despot er a military dictator, whether such dictator be a 
Communist or a Kuomintang matters very little. From my 
observation practically all Chinese officials are interested 
in their selfish aggrandizement. I retain the impression that 
the Generalissimo’s leadership offers best opportunity at this 
time for stabilization in the area, political and economic.” 
(Italics added by Mr. Truman.) 


Hurley Asks Permission to Come Home. 


Ambassador Hurley was engaged in an effort to bring 
the Chinese Communists and the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek to sit down together and solve their differences peace- 
fully. He had gone to China at first not as our diplomatic 
representative but as President Roosevelt's personal represen- 
tative. He was critical of the State Department, and in many 
of the cables and reports that I received from him he ques- 
tioned the judgment and ability of the career diplomats. He 
complained that the State Department did not give his reports 
and recommendations the priority he thought they deserved. 

Finally, on September 10th, 1945, he recited what he had 
done and quoted instances of decisions made in Washington 
which he thought differed in their aims from what he thought 
the wisest course. Then he asked for permission to return 
to Washington. 


“I would like,” he cabled to the Secretary of State, “to 
have an opportunity to discuss the American Asiatic policy 
with you, Sir, and the President.” 

After he had come back, Hurley called at the White 
House with Secretary Byrnes, and a week later both Hurley 
and Wedemeyer came in for a more extended discussion. I 
made it clear to them that it would be our policy to support 
Chiang Kai-shek, but that we would not be driven into fight- 
ing Chiang’s battles for him. 


General Hurley reported to me that, in spite of all weak- 
nesses which he and Wedemeyer recognized, the prospects | 
for peaceful development in China were favorable. The main 
problem ahead seemed to be not production but distribution. | 
Financially, our continued aid had placed China in a better 
position than she had known in years, and politically, Gen- 
eral Hurley had just succeeded in bringing the Communist 
leader, Mao Tse-tung, to Chungking for direct discussion 
with the National Government leaders. Out of these discus- 
sions there came an agreement between the Chinese leaders 
which was published on October 11th, just two days before 
Hurley first called at the White House. At that moment 


there was reason to hope that China's problems might be 
solved. 1 


Good Agreement But No Results. | 


Hurley had witnessed the preliminary signing of this 
Sgreement, and he told me that it promised to lead to true 
peace in China. The agreement called for a constitutional 
convention, a national assembly that would write a new 
Constitution, and included provisions that would enable all 
political parties to take part. Chiang Kai-shek, apparently,

on the fine work that had made it possible. However, the 


agreement never bore results. 


Chiang Kai-shek’s forces were moving into areas held 
by the Japanese, with a large part of his troops being ferried 
north by our air force transports. We had also landed 
50,000 of our Marines at several important ports so that, 
through these ports, the removal of the Japanese could be 
carried on. 


The Communists wanted the National Government to 
stop these troop movements, for they believed that Chiang 
was taking advantage of the situation to strengthen his posi- 
tions against them. Nor were they passive about it. They 
cut the rail lines wherever they could, and the Chungking 
government soon began receiving reports that the Chinese 
Communists, contrary to the agreement, were moving into 
Manchuria. 

On November 4th, our embassy In Chungking reported 
that civil war seemed to be threatening, and the Political 
Consultation Conference, which was scheduled to convene 
November 20th, failed to meet. On November 25th Chou 
En-lai, the principal representative of the Communists in 
Chungking, left for Yenan, and the next day his first deputy 
followed him. By now there were reports of armed clashes. 
I discussed, the seriousness of the situation with Hurley at 
the White House on November 27th, and we agreed that it 
would be best if he returned to Chungking without delay. 


Hurley Attacks Policy and Mr. Truman. 


This conversation took place about 11:30 A.M., but less 
than two hours later, while the members of the Cabinet were 
with me for the weekly Cabinet luncheon, I was called to the 
telephone. One of the White House correspondents called 
from the National Press Club and to my astonishment told 
me that Ambassador Hurley in a talk with newspapermen had 
attacked the administration, our foreign policy and me per- 
sonally. 

To me, this was an utterly inexplicable about-face, and 
what had caused it I cannot imagine even yet. I realized, 
however, that Hurley would have to go, and the Cabinet con- 
curred. The same day I learned to my surprise a “letter of 
resignation” from Hurley was given by him to the press but 
he would have been out, with or without that letter. 

Hurley was an impetuous sort of person. A few weeks 
later—in January, 1946—he made a special effort to see my 
Press Secretary, Charlie Ross. He explained to Ross that 
he was anxious to serve me anywhere and at any time, and 
he wanted Ross to tell me that nothing he had said at the 
time of his resignation had been intended as a personal 
criticism of me. 

“He begged me to believe,” Ross reported to me, “that 
he was ‘in your corner.’” 

Hurley went on to say to Ross, “Byrnes is a smart enough 
man... but he hasn't been given sufficient information by 
the ‘flagpole sitters’ in the State Department ... There is 
no reason for Byrnes’ agitation over Chinese-Russian rela- 
tions because they are all spelled out in the agreement by 
the Chinese and the Russians signed last July or August.” 
The reason why Byrnes had no need to worry was that, ac- 

, cording to Hurley, “Stalin keeps his word.” 


Gen. Marshall Called Back Into Service. 


At the Cabinet luncheon on the day of Hurley's speech 
the name of General Marshall was brought up. He had just 
turned over his duties as Chief of Staff of the Army to 
General Eisenhower. No man, probably, had more fully 
deserved an honorable and restful retirement than Marshall. 
Yet I could think of no one who would be better qualified 
for a difficult mission to China. 

I went to the telephone in the Red Room of the White 
House and called the general at his home in Leesburg. With- 
out any preparation I told him: “General, I want you to go 
to China for me.” Marshall said only, “Yes, Mr. President,” 
and hung up abruptly. 

When General Marshall came to the White House two 
days later, to discuss his mission with Byrnes and me, I asked 


him why he had hung up on me without asking any ques-

No Place for Spoils 


President Eisenhower says he has ordered a 
White House study of the controversial Nicaro 
nickel deal in Cuba. The President told his 
press conference he ordered the study when he 
first heard about the House Government Opera- 
tions subcommittee's investigation of the project. 

This adds up to the fourth investigation of 
Nicaro in a decade. Built by the Government 
in wartime, and now producing nickel in record 
amounts, Nicaro has attracted unusual political 
and private maneuvering. 

In 1944 the old Truman Committee first in- 
vestigated the two-year-old wartime project, to 
see why a $30,000,000 plant was yielding only 
a trickle of metal. Production was then speeded 
up. Nicaro-was closed as surplus in 1947, then 
restored to production in 1951. 

In 1952, leading Democratic politicians were 
disclosed to have planned a deal to take over 
the company and a grand jury investigated. 
Had that deal gone through sizable profits 
would have been opened up for William M. Boyle, 
former Democratic National Chairman, James P.

But most firms 
persist in the “sticking” of pigs and sheep and 
the “pollaxing” of cattle, methods which are 
slow and wasteful as well as painful. 

The fact that some packers have voluntarily 
adopted the use of carbon dioxide, electrical 
stunning or the captive-bolt pistol suggests that 
others persist in the old ways simply because 
they have given no thought to the new. In the 
Same way, they may be inclined to dismiss the 
agitation of humane societies as “silly meddling.” 

Yet there is validity still in Cardinal New- 
man’s definition of a gentleman as “one who 
does not inflict pain.” Repugnance to cruelty 
still is a test of civilization. It may be illogical to 
argue that consideration for animals suggests 


and to use rent money to pay the bill. 

No doubt the constitutionality of the statute. 
believed to be the only one of its kind in the 
United States, will be challenged. Meanwhile, 
however, it is getting results. Where it is found 
that the building code is being violated er that 
a house endangers the health and safety of its 
occupants, the city goes to court and asks that 
receivers be appointed for the property. They 
see to it that the structure is brought up to re- 
quired standards, and they collect the rent. 
They are not obliged to use any of this money 
for mortgage payments or other obligations. 
Those still must be met by the landlord. 

Since the city has invoked the law, many land- 
lords have undertaken long delayed repairs in- 
stead of waiting to be brought into court. It is 
too bad that they needed this goad, but one can- 
not help looking with favor on a measure which 
helps to clean up inexcusable housing.

The month from August 13 to Sep- 


tember 13, 1955, was an exciting time 
for an American to be in Moscow. The 
“spirit of Geneva,” “druzhba” (friend- 


ship), and other words officially used 
to signify a new era of good will toward 
foreigners, and especially toward Amer- 
icans, were on the lips and in the ac- 
tions of the Russian people as a whole 

By nature a hospitable people, they 
seized the opportunity for contacts with 
Americans which the new policy of the 
Soviet leadership 
had made possible. 
Whether in official 
or semi-official in- 
terviews or in In- 
formal contacts in 
restaurants, theater 
lobbies, subways or 
on park benches, 
they talked warmly 
and realistically. 


They said things 
they had never be- 
fore said to an 
American, 
[I was prepared 
for much of what Is {avrenty P. Beria 
saw and heard in 
Moscow, but by no means for every- 
thing. In general I was surprised to 


find the material standard of living as 
high as it appeared, and also I was sur- 
prised to find acceptance of the Soviet 
system of economics and politics, and 
enthusiasm for its achievements, as 
widespread as it appeared. 


Food and Luxury Goods 


The thirty or so American tourists 
and Congressmen who passed through 
the Hotel National in Moscow while I 
was there may be excused for their as- 
tonishment at finding the Russian peo- 
ple relatively comfortable and happy 
(“What will I say when I get home?” 
one Congressman Said, in some despe! 
ation.) 


But I believe that many experts on 
Russia in this country would have been 
equally astonished to find how cheap 
and plentiful food is in terms of the 
average Russian’s budget, to find that 
not only Moscow but also other cities 
swarm with tens of thousands of tele- 
vision antennae, to find more than a 
few automobiles not only on some 
streets but on virtually all streets in 
Moscow, to find the shops filled with 
relatively expensive luxury goods and 
with throngs of people buying. 

Not that in any of these respects 
Moscow could compare at all with Bos- 
ton or New York, but it compares very 
favorably with the impressions which 
have been given currency in this coun- 
try not only in the press but in scholar- 
ly literature as well. 


Jobs That Go Begging 


I believe that most American experts 
on the Soviet Union would also have 
been surprised to discover so high a 
degree of mobility of Soviet citizens, of 
freedom to move from job to job and 
from city to city. Again, it should be 
emphasized that there are restrictions, 
both legal and economic—the principal 
one being the economic restriction im- 
posed by the incredibly bad housing 
situation. (‘A family to a room is the 
rule. and most of the buildings are in 
terrible disrepair.) 

But it surprised me to find on Mos- 
cow bulletin boards hundreds of adver- 
tisements of job openings not only for 
stenographers and salespeople but also 
for engineers, mechanics and other tech- 
nicians; to learn from casual conversa- 
tions with workers that they are free 
to move to new jobs and to other cities: 
and to be told by a leading expert on 
Soviet labor law that by and large in 
the Soviet Union the labor market is a 
free one. 

I am sure most American students of 
Soviet society would be amazed to dis- 


cover how litrgious Soviet citizens are, 
how many lawsuits are instituted in the 
courts over such matters as right to liv- 
ing space in apartments, title to houses, 
authors’ royalties, job reinstatement and 
back pay, and the like; and how earnest- 
ly the Soviet judges strive to do justice 
in such cases 

Most surprising of all to me was the 
degree of pride which Soviet Citizens 
feel in the achievements. of their coun 
try — a pride which in many cases 
amounts to a fierce chauvinism. In al- 
most every caSual conversation I had, 
I was asked such questions as: How do 
you like Moscow? How do vou like our 
subway’? Have you been to the Agricul 
tural Fair? Have you been in the Krem- 
lin? Have you seen the ballet? How do 
you like our beer? Does America have 
anything to compare with these things? 
Russia was the only country I visited in 
Europe where most people I met pre- 
ferred their own cigarettes to American 
brands. 


Attitude Toward Freedom 


When such pride and self-satisfaction 
was challenged—when’' I said, for exam- 
ple, that a large proportion of American 


workers have automobiles, that Ameri 
cans would not tolerate the housing 
conditions prevalent in the Soviet 


Union, that the clothes which Russians 
wear are very shabby by our standards, 
and that most important of al] to us is 
our freedom of thought and political 
action—I was only rarely met by the 
counterarguments offered in the past 
by Pravda (“What about the lynchings 
in the South?”’). 

Usually the reply was a sober state- 
ment to the effect that Soviet material 
conditions, though still not easy. have 
been improving steadily, since the end 
of the war, and that with respect to 
political freedom in the sense in which 
I meant it they feel no need of this 
When I spoke of the secret police and 
the terror, they said that was all Beria's 
doing, and we are rid of him 

One man told me he was born in the 


United States but had lived in the 
Soviet Union since he was a boy of 
fourteen. Later he said he would not 


have told me that a vear ago, but that 
since “that bad man” has gone people 
are not afraid to talk with foreigners. 


Czar Alexander II Recalled 


“Which bad man do you mean?” I 
asked. “Beria, of course,” he replied 

I found in general the tendency 
to attribute all defects of the society— 
an@apeople did not hesitate to admit 
many defects—to the inadequacies or 
evil motives of individuals rather than 
to the inadequacies or evils of the sys- 
tem 

With material conditions improving, 
with the easing of the international! sit- 
uation, and with the relaxation of inter- 
nal tensions, it is no wonder that the 
people of Moscow showed no signs of 
bitterness toward their leaders. Indeed 
I saw one striking example of just the 
opposite. 

When I was walking around the spa- 
cious grounds inside the Kremlin there 
was a sudden spontaneous rush of peo- 
ple from all directions toward the 
street; I looked around to see a large 
black official car driving past, and ev- 
eryone applauding. It struck me that 
this may be the most popular govern- 
ment Russia has had since the early 
years of Alexander II. Then, as now, an 
oppressive era was succeeded by an era 
of reforms.

Evolutionists May Be Wrong 
EARTH IN UPHEAVAL by Immanuel 

(Doubleday, 301 pgs., $3.95.) 

Because scientists are still 
over the merits of Dr. Velikovsky’s 
earlier book, “Worlds in Collision” 
(1950), the author decided to add the 
present volume which differs from the 
first one mainly in that it presents less 
evidence from literary sources but 
rather concentrates on geological, an 
thropological, and other scientific evi- 
dence which, in the author's opinion, 
shows that the evolutionists are wrong 

Dr. Velikovsky's thesis remains un 
changed. All his observation leads him 
to believe that there was no such thing 
aS a gradual and slow evolution on this 
earth, but that oceans, land masses, and 
mountains are the result of cataclysmic 
upheavals, some of them in fairly re 
cent times, geologically speaking. 

The last two world catastrophes, he 
believes, took place in the middle ot 
the second millennium before our pres 

. ent era and at the 
turn of the eighth 
century B.C The 
earlier disaster oc- 
curred in Egypt 
and brought an end 
to the Middle King- 
dom; the later one 
started in 776 and 
ended in 687 and 
extended all over 
the Middle East

Velikovsky, our 
whole concept of 
ancient history is 
somewhat out of 
line with the geo-

historical times and that the ice re- 
treated somewhere between the years 
1500 and 500 before the present era, 
when parts of the world were already 
entering the Iron Age, while others 
were still lingering in the Paleolithic 
(Stone) Age But what caused the 
sudden upheavals” 

The author believes that the “great 
catastrophes were either accompanied 
or caused by shifting of the terrestrial 
axis or by a disturbance in the diurnal 
and annual motions of the earth. The 
shifting of the axis could not have been 
brought about by internal causes, as 
the proponents of the Ice Age theory in 
the nineteenth century assumed it was: 
it must have occurred, and repeatedly, 
under the impact of external forces.” 

According to this theory, the face 
of the earth offers evidence that in its 
long course around the sun it had col- 
lided many times with asteroids or 
other messengers from outer space, all 
of which left their impact and many 
times upset our planet's peaceful path. 

Of course, it is all circumstantial evi- 
dence. We see certain conditions and 
may guess how they were brought about. 
To the layman it seems that there are 
a number of good points in Dr. Veli- 
kovsky’s theory, but the evolutionist 
theory, on the other hand, also has 
some valid arguments which it is dif- 
ficult to dismiss summarily. 

The moral of Dr. Velikovsky's book, 
however, is obvious: it is a reminder 
to mankind that all our troubles and 
squabbles could be over very soon if 
another catastrophe should hit the 
earth—a possibility which is not ruled 
out even by the evolutionists.

very first thing she heard was the news ‘flash announcing the 
general's mission. 

“There was the devil to pay,” he confessed. 

I went over the Chinese situation with Marshall and Byrnes 
at great length that afternoon. At Marshall's request, I told 
him to go ahead and work out with the State Department a set of 
instructions based on our discussions that would constitute my 
directive to him on his mission, 

These instructions were drafted between Marshall and the 
State Department, and on December 11th, I reviewed them in 
detail in another conference with Byrnes and Marshall. 

Marshall left Washington, December 15th, by air. He 
arrived in China on December 20th, and began at once to study 
the situation. His messages, sent to me through War Depart- 
ment facilities, unfolded a story that, although told in simple 
words. had all the elements of the historic drama of Chinese 
history. 

He found everyone favoring a united China but no one with 


practical answers as to how this ideal might be attained. Mar- | 
shall pointed out that this was precisely the problem on which | 
work needed to be done, and he was able to instigate indirectly | 
a meeting between leaders of the Kuomintang and Communist 
leaders | | 
At this meeting, the Communists came forward with a pro- 

posal for the cessation of hostilities. The Central Government's 
reaction to this propas] was entirely uncompromising at first 
but. following a suggestion from General Marshall, a counter- 
proposal was made. This called for immediate cessation of hos- 
tilities, the aphointment of representatives to consult with Mar- 
shall about methods of enforcing the armistice, and the selection 
of a commission by the Political Consultative Council to make 
rccommendations regarding disputed areas 

By January 8, 1946, negotiations between representatives ol 
the National Government and the Communist Party had pro- 
gressed to the point where an agreement was almost reached. 
However. the National Government insisted that they should be 
permitted to continue their troop movements into the provinces 
of Jehol and Chahar to occupy places vacated or to be vacated 
by Soviet troops. The Communists, on the other hand, claimed 
that the key points had already been taken over by them. 


Cease-Fire Order Issued. 


The cease-fire order was scheduled to be read at the opening 
of the Political Consultative Council at ten o'clock of the morn- 
ing of January 10th. The preceding evening, Mafshall had been 
able to persuade Chiang Kai-shek to issue the order without ref- 
erence to Jehol and Chahar, although the final agreement was 
not reached until the morning of the 10th, a matter of minutes 
before the time set for the announcement. 

As soon as the cease-fire order was issued, Marshall set into 
motion the plans for the so-called executive headquarters, which 
was to be located in Peking. Some delay was encountered, how- 
ever. because the Communists found it difficult to bring enough 
officers to Peking from their scattered units. However, the 
machinery proved workable when called into action during these 
initial days. 

Marshall now began to work on the next step, the consolida- 
tion of the armed forces of China. Throughout these events 
Marshall did everything he could to avoid any semblgnce of 
pressure or dictation. He always waited for the Chinese (of 
both sides) to ask him to join their talks; otherwise, he only 
talked to them as one individual to another. This, of course, 
was a drawn-out process, full of frustrations. 

Marshall decided wisely at this point to remain aloof from 
the political discussions even though he might officially be asked 
by both sides to act as mediator. His correct view of his mission 
was that he was to bring the fighting to an end, if possible 

In the military field, however, he took a nfost active part. 
He acted as Chairman of the Committee of Three to supervise 
the cease-fire. and he acted as adviser to the committee working 
on the reorganization of the armies in China, 

In the early stages the Communist representatives appeared 
more tractable to Marshall than the leaders of the Central Gov- 
ernment, and it was his impression that the Communists felt that 
they could win their battle on political grounds more easily than 
on tactical fighting grounds because they had a more tightly-held 
organization, whereas on the Nationalist side there were many 
contentious elements. 

On February 4th, Marshall could report to me that “affairs 
are progressing rather favorably.” Agreement on the reorganiza- 
tion of the armies appeared imminent. 

At least once a week and sometimes two and three times a 
week Marshall would send me a long cable report. He had left 
instructions that these were to be transmitted to me without 
delay, and I had charged Dean Acheson, the Under Secretary of 
State, with the specific responsibility of seeing that every com- 
munication from the General to the Department of State was to 
be acknowledged or answered within twenty-four hours. 


The Marshall messages from China enabled me to follow 
every step as the story unfolded. The General wrote coldly fac- 
tual reports that included every detail. I could not have asked 
for a closer view without being a participant myself. 


Manchuria ‘a Festering Situation.’ 


On February 9, 1946, Marshall wrote me that Manchuria was 
a “festering situation,” and he went on to report that he told the 
Chinese foreign minister, “China must proceed with her pro- 
jected unification at the fastest possible pace so as to eliminate 
her present vulnerability to Soviet undercover attack, which 
exists so long as there remains a separate Communist govern- 
ment and a separate Communist army in China.” 

Marshall told me that he was reporting to me in great detail! 
“hecause I feel that it not only involves me in matters beyond 
my mission but is perhaps more dangerous to world accord than 
any other present issue * * * 

“I believe that our Government must shortly 
China in this matter than give advice.” 

I kept receiving reports of Communist successes in Man- 
churia during April and May. They captured Changchun, the 
capital city, after tense fighting, and occupied Harbin, an indus- 
trial center of northern Manchuria, without opposition from the 
Government garrison. Chiang Kai-shek rejected an offer of the 
Communists for a truce in Manchuria in spite of the fact that 
he was obviously unable to contain them. Hostilities spread into 
China proper, around Hankow and in the vicinity of Nanking. 


For the first time Marshall sounded a discouraging note 


“I am working against time,” he cabled, “otherwise I would 
be quite hopeful. As it is, success depends on the developments 
in the field more than on the problems of negotiation.”

cease-fire was arranged for Manchuria. On June 7th both parties 
consented to a fifteen-day truce, and a small team, headed by 
Marshall's Chief of Staff, General Byroade, went to Changchun 
to supervise the cessation of hostilities 


Marshall had written me that it was his hope that, during 
the temporary truce, agreement might be reached on a more 
permanent settlement. But both sides seemed most unwilling to 
commit themselves. The Government commander in Manchuria 
announced repeatedly that he was ready to resume his advance 
on the Communist position as soon as the fifteen days had ended 
The Communists, on the other hand, rejected the Government 
plans as entirely too demanding. 
proposals was that the American members of truce teams should 
be given the deciding voice whenever the two Chinese were un- 
able to agree. The Communists, of course, saw in this move 
merely a corroboration of their charge that America was taking 
the Kuomintang’s side, and they would not hear of the plan. 


But Marshall's patient persistence brought Communist arc- 
ceptance of the Government proposal to give the deciding vote 
on truce teams to the American member, and, with this obstacle 
out of the way, negotiations once again appeared to take a more 
promising turn. The temporary truce was extended eight days 
to allow more time for talks 


Handicapped by Too Much Talk in Congress. 


At this moment, Marshall was seriously handicapped by 
Various proposals that had been introduced in the Congress and 
appeared slated for passage—proposals that would have extended 
Lend-Lease and other aid to the government of Chiang Kai-shek 
without laying down a condition that he would work with Gen- 
eral Marshall. This was heartbreaking and contributed greatly 
to General Marshall's troubles. Of course, I could not stop this 
sort of talk im Congress. In other words, as was to happen again 
and again in later years, the Chinese Government sought to gain 
advantages from our government by applying pressures from 
other directions. 


Every time someone in Washington or elsewhere in this 
country made a speech calling for “all-out aid” to Chiang, the 
“die-hards” in China gained new confidence and sabotaged 
Marshall's efforts to bring about peace. In turn, the Communists, 
of course, would point to reports of such statements as evidence 
of American duplicity. Marshall's delicate task was made infin- 
itely more difficult by the uncritical acts of some in this country 
who claimed to be friends of the Chinese people but who were 
anly helping the “die-hards.” 


In July, I appointed Dr. J. Leighton Stuart, a distinguished |

American professor at the Yenching University in Peiping, as 
American Ambassador to China. Dr. Stuart was born in China 
ang had spent most of his adult life there. Few men possessed a 
better knowledge of China, and few Westerners commanded more 
respect among the Chinese. I knew he would be of considerable 
help to Marshall. His fluency in the Chinese language, of course, 
mede discussions with the various leaders much easier.

As Marshall reported it, “The Nationalists 
blamed the Communists for starting fighting in the Kiangsu 
and Tatung regions, while the Communists blamed the Nation- 
alists in Kiangsu, Shantung and Hupeh.” At the same time, the 


'Central Government began a sharp drive against liberal ele- 


ments of the population. The secret police put many of them 
under close surveillance, and in Kunming two professors who 
wer? members of the Democratic League were assassinated. 


New and Troubling Turn of Events in China. 


The turn of events in China troubled me. The anti-Amer- 
ican demonstrations by the Nationalist student groups in such 
places as Nanking, the new policy of harshness against the 
liberals, Chiang Kai-shek’s insistence on freedom of action in 
the military field—all these seemed to indicate that the Central 
Government was turning its back on my effort to preserve the 
peace in China. 

As I read Marshall's reports, there were elements on both 
sides, among the Kuomintang and among the Communists, who 
were willing to work together on a peaceful solution. But on 
each side there were also extremists who wanted no part of nego- 
tiations and were determined to settle the fate of their country by 
force. The Generalissimo himself seemed to take a position be- 
tween these two groups. In the spring, the influence of the 
moderates around him must have prevailed, and he agreed to 
concessions, although with a show of reluctance. Now, however, 
it appeared that the extreme military cliques had won out and 
that he was no longer willing to listen to Marshall's counsel. 


Marshall reported that “at the present moment the Gener- 
alissimo seems clearly inclined to a policy of force as the only 
acceptable solution.”” He also said that he had again urged on 
the Generalissimo the importance of stopping the fighting to 
clear the air for political negotiations. Only the Communists, 
Marshall pointed out, would gain if a general conflagration were 
allowed to develop. 


Chiang Kai-shek did, in fact, consent to another effort at 
political settlement. However, contrary to Marshall's judgment, 
he wanted to see a political agreement concluded before he 
would agree to a termination of the fighting. The Communists, 
in the meanwhile, had issued a manifesto for the mobilizing of 
all available manpower in their areas. According to the Com- 
munists, this was a defensive measure. According to Chiang, it 
was clear evidence of the Communists’ aggressive intentions. 


Marshall Tries to Break Stalemate. 


The stalemate seemed complete. Each side accused the other 
of having started the fighting, and neither would agree to a ces- 
sation until the other had given up any and all advantages 
gained in the interim. 

Marshall now asked the two sides to sit down with Dr. Stuart 
in an attempt to break the stalemate. The aim to bring 
about the creation of the State Council of forty members which 
would be the ‘next step forward on the road to political integra- 
tion '

The Generalissimo set a number of conditions which, he 
said, the Communists would have to meet before he would agree 
to a cessation of hostilities, and, in Marshall's opinion, the Gov- 
ernment forces were in a position to score some immediate suc- 
cesses that might impel the Communists to accept these demands 
Marshall believed that the Communists realized this and there- 


fore were trying to get whatever advantages they could gain 
from local successes. 
On September 13th Marshall reported that, “Dr. Stuart and 


are stymied.” Their only hope seemed to be that Chou En-lai 
and the Communists might decide that the fighting was running 
against them and that they might therefore best yield to the 
demands of the Generalissimo. 

On October 2nd Marshall sent three messages, the sub- 
stance of which was that he considered his mission at a complete 
impasse. He had in vain pleaded with Chou En-lai to return 
from his self-imposed exile in Shanghai. He had no success in 
getting any concessions from Chiang Kai-shek, who had now 
openly announced that he would seek to occupy the city of 
Kalgan. The Communists responded with a declaration that an 
attack on Kalgan would be taken as a symbol of the Govern- 
ments intention to launch unrestricted. civil war. Kalgan had 
been one of the sites which the Government had in June agreed 
to leave in Communist hands 


Marshall reported to me that he had found it necessary to 
submit a plain-spoken memorandum to the Generalissimo. In 
this he had stated clearly that he was in disagreement with both 
the Communists and the Nationalists. Furthermore, he enumer- 
ated the points on which he disagreed with each and had then 
concluded by advising the Generalissimo that, unless some basis

without delay, he would request, that his mission in China be 
ended. Earlier, Marshall had 
equal bluntness that he would withdraw from the task of media- 
tion unless they ceased the personal attacks on him in their 
press and in their propaganda. 

At this stage I was prepared to ask Marshall to come home. 

Marshall now wrote me that he had concluded that the 
Government of the United States could not be involved in a 
controversy in which the parties were dealing with each other 
at the point of a gun, and he insisted again that no talks could 
promise success unless there was, first, an end to the fighting. 
On October 5th he reported that in his view his usefulness in 
China had ceased and that his recall was therefore appropriate. 

On January 3rd I instructed the Secretary of State to recall 
Marshall for consultation on China and “other matters.” 


Marshall Becomes Secretary of State. 


The “other matters” were to consist of no less than the 
entire scope of State Department activities. For while Marshal] 
was still on his way across the Pacific, 
become Secretary of State. 

I had sent General Marshall to China to try to end the fight- 
ing and to help put into effect the agreement between the 
Nationalists and the ‘Communists to form a coalition govern- 
ment. He set up an executive headquarters, and the fighting 
stopped, temporarily.

Fighting soon envel- 
oped all of China, and it did not end until the Communists 
were masters of the land and Chiang Kai-shek, with the rem- 
nants of his army, sought refuge on Formosa. 

The Marshall mission had been unable to produce results 
because the government of Chiang Kai-shek did not command

Mr. Truman Looks Back on His Policy. 


I am not one to believe In the value of hindsight. Whether 
or not I was right in sending General Marshall to China does not 
depend on what seme think they know today. It depends only 
on what we were able to know in 1945. At that time, the belief 
was general that the various elements in.China could be per- 
suaded to unify the country. Of course, the struggle for power 
would continue, but there was no reason why the National Gov- 
ernment could not be successful in this struggle, as non- 
Communist governments had been in Europe, if it attended to 
the fundamental needs of the people and the country. It seemed 
then it was the only practicable course. 

Hurley and Wedemeyer led me to think that they believed so, 
and so did our military and diplomatic experts. Some of these 


experts believed, however, that America could force unity on 
China—that. in effect. we could “ram it down their throats.” 
Those who took this attitude, of course, would have been the 


wrong men for the job. Marshall, in my belief, was the right 
man because he was deeply steeped in democracy and sincerely 
believed in letting the people determine their own fate. He 
was a firm believer in the principle of civilian supremacy Over 
the military as a prinajple that applied not only in the United 
States but was essential to the welfare of any nation. 

Neither Marshall nor I was ever taken in by the talk about the 
Chinese Communists being just “agrarian reformers.” The 
General knew he was dealing with Communists, and he knew 
what their aims were. When he was back in Washington in 
March, he told me that their chief negotiator, Chou En-Lai, had 
very frankly declared that, as a Communist, he believed firmly 
in the teachings of Marx and Lenin and the eventual victory of 
the proletariat. Marshall's messages from China show, also, 
that he fully assumed that the Chinese Communists would, in the 
end, be able to count on Russia support 

Neither had I been taken in by Stalin’s declaration at Pots- 
dam that the Chinese Communists were not really “proper” 
Communists, or by his later statement to Harriman that he 
thought a civil war in China would be foolish... I realized that 
the Communists had been engaged in a struggle for the power In 
China for nearly twenty years. What I hoped to achieve was to 
see China made into a country in which Communism would lose 
its appeal to the masses because the needs of the people and the 
voice of the people would have been answered 

I knew that peace in the world would not be achieved by 
fighting more wars Most of all, | was alwavs aware that there 
were two enormous land masses that no western army of modern 
times had ever been able to conquer: Russia and China. It would 
have been folly, and it would be folly today, to attempt to impose 


our way of life on these huge areas bv force' 
In 1945 and 1946, of all years, such thoughts would have 
been rejected by the American people before they were even 


expressed. That was the time when Congressmen in Washington 
joined in the call to “get the bovs back home.” and our influ- 
ence throughout the world, as well as China. waned as the mil- 
lions of American soldiers were processed through the discharge 
centers 


Chiang Lacked Support of His Own People. 


In the end, of course, Chiang was defeated by loss of sup- 
port among his own people and by American arms, as many of 
his own generals took their armies, equipped through our aid. 
into the enemy camp. It was when that sort of. surrender 
began to occur on a large scale that I decided to cut off further 
shipments to China 

Yet, while Marshall was In China, it was the Central Gov- 
ernment and not the Communists who scored important militarv 


gains, although Marshall analyzed them as spurious gains and 
accurately forecast the eventual failure of the Generalissimo’s 
military campaign. But that failure. in my opinion, and the 


defeat of the National Government of China was due primarily 
to their refusal to heed Marshall's advice 


It is important to repeat that Marshall was advising. not 
dictating I had sent him to China not to intervene in the affairs 
of that country but to rénder whatever aid we could to the 


cause of peace there. He was not sent there to do Chiang Kai- 
shek’s job for him. If General Marshall returned from his mis- 
sion without results, it was because neither of the parties really

The solution I tried to reach through Marshall was the only 
one by way of which Chiang Kai-shek might have saved himself 
without full-scale military intervention by the United States. To 
achieve a proper and fair appraisal of Marshall's mission, it is 
important to bear in mind that even before he left for China 
there already existed a formal agreement in writing between the 
Central Government. and the Communists to work toward na- 
tional unity. This is the agreement that was brought about 
previously with the assistance of Ambassador Hurley when he 
headed our diplomatic mission to China, and had this not already 
been in existence I would not have sent Marshall to China. My 
sole purpose in sending him was to help carry out a program 
willingly subscribed to by the Chinese leaders.

NE need not read the scien- 
Q tific magazines to be aware 
of the rapid rate of progress

Keeping up with the new 
products which appear weekly 
is a fascinating game, and a 
profitable one. Not every home- 
maker will like every new prod- 
uct, of course, but any woman 
with an open mind is bound to 
find some items which will make 
her daily chores quicker and 
easier, or her entertaining more 
fun.

LONDON, Jan. 26 (‘AP)—The 
Conservative Daily Telegraph 
said today the United States is 
bringing pressure “to dis- 


thermonuclear weapons.” 

In a front page story, the 
Telegraph said pressure has 
taken the form of refusing 


except on condition that they 
not be used to make weapons 
such as the hydrogen bomb. 

(‘A Foreign Office spokesman 
described the report as “un- 
founded,” the United Press said 
“The United States Government 
has made no approach to us on 
these lines,’ the spokesman 
said.) 

Heavy water is used as mod- 
erator to control some types of 
atomic reactors used in electric 
power production. It also is 
used in manufacture of lithium 
deuteride, a main constituent 
of the hydrogen bomb. 

Britain recently abandoned, 
because of high cost, a project 
in New Zealand to make heavy 
water of its own. Its main 
source of supplies at present is 
Norway, which is _ reported 
charging $182,000 to $210,000 a 
ton. 

In August the United States 
offered to sell some of its own 
surplus supplies for $70,000 a

Again and again Billy Evans, 
the rookie umpire on the 
bases, glanced nervously to- 
ward the plate for a signal to 
take cover, but his partner, 
Tim Hurst, seemed unaware 
of any unrest. The game 
rolled on to a conclusion 
without a direct hit from the 


stands. 

“Wheww!” young’ Evans 
sighed when he and Hurst 
were gafe in their dressing 
room. He mopped a pale 
brow. 

“Willie.” said Tim, “you 
needn't worry about these 
boys in April or May. They 
got no control When the 
warm weather comes, watch 


out. They're deadly at a hun- 
dred yards.” 

It was hot that September 
in St. Louis. A dispute on the 
field stirred up another crvys- 
tal shower. As Hurst had 
predicted, marksmanship was 
greatly improved. A bottle 
shattered itself on Billy 
Evans’ hair-do. They carried 
him away with a fractured 
skull, and for several davs he 
teetered on the rim of death. 

He didn't die for another 
48 years, not until this week 
when a stroke took him at the 
age of 71. In the meantime 
he seryed out 22 years as an 
American League .umpire, 
was an executive of the Cleve- 
land Indians, Boston Red Sox, 
and the Detroit Tigers, presi- 
dent of the Southern Associa- 
tion, general manager of the 
Cleveland Rams’ football 
team, sports editor, columnist 
and author.

Of all these, 
George Evans was the last 
you'd have picked for the 
profession he dignified In 
his fine book, “The Umpire 
Story,” Jim Kahn describes 
him as a big leagues rookie 
of 22—a young man of grace 
and some learning, trim, fast, 
alert and fastidious in im- 
peccable blue serge tailored 
to order. 


The obituaries told how. on 
‘the death of his father, Billy 
gave up plans to study law 
after three years at Cornell 
and got. a job at $12 a week 
as cub reporter for the 
Youngstown (O.) Vindicator, 
advancing to sports editor at 
$18 and in that capacity ac- 
cepting $15 to work a game in 
the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
League when the regular um- 
pire didn't show up 
Offered steady employment 
in the league, Billy doubled 
for two seasons as umpire 
and sports editor, and never 
got an unfavorable press no- 
tice because he wrote them.

OF COURSE, automobiles are the main source of acci- 
dental deaths of children, mostly when the children are in 
the street.

The back seat is three times 
safer. 

Parents are particularly responsible, however, for acci- 
dents in the home, and the family council might well ap- 
point a committee to make a periodic survey of the places 
and see that no hazards are tolerated. Look out for matches 
and cigarette lighters, for old medicine bottles and for loose 
window screens. Home appliances, garden tools and work- 
shop machinery are all sources of danger. Gas heaters 
should be checked by a representative of the gas company 
or other expert.

Notes on Gas Furnaces. 


for heating a house. It's 

nice and clean, it doesn't re- 
quire storage space and it pro- 
duces a lot of heat for the 
money. 

It also produces a good deal 
of moisture when it burns and 
unless this moisture is carried 
up the chimney and out of the 
house, you may find that you 
have sweating windows, wet 
walls and even peeling and blis- 
tering outside paint. This is in 
no way the fault of the gas, it’s 
the fault of the chimney and 
venting system. 

When a heater and chimney 
are both designed for use with 
gas burning equipment you 
don't have much trouble with 
excess moisture, but when you 
use. an existing chimney that 
was designed for coal burning 
equipment with a gas burner, 
you may be in for trouble. 

The easiest solution to this 
problem is to call up your gas 
company and have it send over 
an expert to check the installa- 
tion. He will have instruments 
to measure the capacity of the 
chimney and will not only be 
able to tell you what is wrong 
but what must be done to cor- 
rect it. Sometimes it’s very sim- 
ple such as allowing more air to 
reach the furnace. This can be 
done by opening a door to the 
heater or to the basement. 

Sometimes a small booster 
fan is installed in the stove 
pipe to force the gases from the 
furnace up through the chim- 
ney In other cases the cure 
is to line the inside of the chim- 
ney with a metal liner. None 
of these are very drastic under- 
takings and are well worth do- 
ing because the moisture: from 
a poorly vented gas furnace can 
do a good deal of damage to a 
house over a period of time.

The 


Grim Drama of a Drug Addict 


N “THE MAN WITH THE GOLDEN ARM.” at LOEW'S 
| STATE THEATER, producer-director Otto Preminger 

comes up with a second film which he is distributing 
(through United Artists) in defiance of the Motion Picture 
Production Code which refused to give 
him a seal of approval because it violates 
the code restriction against portraying the 
use of narcotics. (Preminger made “The 
Moon Is Blue,” a frothy sex comedy, in 
1953, which was also shown without a seal.) 

This study of a drug addict is replete 
with the sordid, sleazy atmosphere of a 
shoddy Chicago neighborhood. Besides its hero, Frankie 
Machine (Frank Sinatra), a professional poker dealer who is 
returning to his old haunts from the Federal narcotics hos- 
pital at Lexington where he “kicked the habit,” it features 
these characters: Frankie's neurotic wife (Eleanor Parker) 
who has pretended for three years to be paralyzed and con- 
fined to a wheel chair because of an injury she suffered 
when Frankie was drunk and smashed his car—she seeks 
to hold her husband by her whining martyrdom; Frankie's 
real love, the girl downstairs (Kim Novak), a B-girl in a 
strip-tease clipjoint, whose big heart mothers men—her 
current boy-friend is a hopeless alcoholic; Schwiefka (Rich- 
ard Strauss), the shady proprietor of the poker game, who 
is determined to make the expert Frankie return as dealer 
at all costs; Louie (Darren McGavin), the flashy, brutal dope 
pusher; Sparrow (Arnold Stang), a bird-like little man who 
lives by petty thievery and worships Frankie; assorted gam- 
blers, bums, barflies, hangers-on and tough cops 


Preminger, working on a good screenplay by Walter 
Newman and Lewis Meltzer, has made this ugly atmosphere 
throb with life. His people are real, not stereotypes. Their 
emotions, their conflicts, their dealings and schemes, their 
adaptation to their mean environment, are intriguing and 
gripping. They may be contemptible or pitiable, but 
they're understandable and three-dimensional. The weak 
struggles of Frankie against resuming the habit, his self- 
delusion that he can get out of himself and his surround- 
ings and Become a professional jazz drummer, are pitiful 
in the face of the crafty baiting by the dope-pusher. All 
the cast is excellent, but here especially are two vital per- 
formances by Sinatra and McGavin 

The only weak point, dramatically, in this grim and 
compelling slice of life, is the ending. It is too pat, a too 
obvious seeking of a happy way out for Frankie, when his 
wife admits the murder of the dope peddler and hurls 
herself off a balcony to her death. It is intimated that 
Frankie, relieved of his unhappy burden, and finding new 
understanding with his night club girl, will successfully 
fight off the habit and lead a new life, a bit too slickly 
optimistic an outlook for a weak man. The ending of the 
Nelson Algren novel from which this was adapted, with 
Frankie dying in agony in a flop-house, was much more 
logical. 

As to the question of Preminger’s making the film in 
defiance of the code, I think its substance shows the need 
of revising the code to allow more leeway on the subject 
of drugs. Certainly there is nothing in the film which 
glorifies or encourages the use of narcotics; to the contrary, 
the picturing of the sweating tremors Frankie undergoes 
when in need of a “fix,” and the agonies he endures when 
trying a “cold turkey” cure (suddenly cutting off the drug) 
are vivid and impressive pictures of the evils of the habit 
The subject has been used as the theme of a current stage 
hit, a recent television show, and is widely discussed in 
the press, so an ironclad restriction against it in films 
seems overly narrow. 


Alan Runs According to Form 

In “HELL ON FRISCO BAY,” at the FOX, Alan Ladd 
wears that old private-eye trenchcoat again, and: as a detec- 
tive who has just finished a five-year stretch for man- 
slaughter in San Quentin. He is tight-lipped and deadly as 
he stalks about the San Francisco water- 
front trying to find the man who framed 
him so he can kill the fellow.. In a counter 
restaurant. a burly thug tells him to blow 
and makes some very uncomplimentary re- 
marks about ex-coppers. Does Alan slug 
him? He does not. He walks meekly out 
It was like a slap in the face, shocking 
enough to make an audience gasp 


But the knowing ones said, wait, nes just holding his 
fire. Sure enough, in the next reel Alan explodes. Five 
punches from little tough-man Alan have the same brutish 
thug whimpering for mercy. From then on, Alan runs 
according to form—kicking guns out of killers’ hands, 
dodging bullets, socking the vice-lord’s nephew in the 
breadbasket and half drowning him to make him talk, 
bearding the waterfront fishing racketeer in his lair, 
curtly rebuffing the overtures of Joanne Dru, as his 
estranged wife, for a reconciliation 

Edward G. Robinson is back in business, too, as the 
racketeer, callous, crude and avaricious—a pretty good per- 
formance. But before he and Alan meet for the final 
showdown, the various killings are becoming a little monot- 
onous—when the story line begins to burn out, another 
murder is tossed on the fire like a log to keep it going 
But the story smokes and sputters more often than not; 
it never breaks into a bright, hard blaze of excitement.
